EEC Calls Rise Worse 
For Europe Than U.S.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 17.—Western 
Europe will be hit harder by the 
oil price increases than the Unit- 
ed States, according to a spokes- 
man for the European Commis- 
sion—the European Economic 
Community Executive. 

made available today 
showed that the nine countries 
of the European Common Mar- 
ket get about 40 per cent of their 
supplies from Saudi Arabia and 
the other regions which are lim- 
iting the price increase to 5 
per cent. 

Last year’s figures from the 
U.S. Bureau of Mines show that 
oil imported from the oil pro- 
ducing and exporting countries 
accounts for 60 percent of all 
petroleum imports to the United 
States, or a total of 3.6 million 
barrels a day. Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates 
accounted for only about 24 per 
cent of that totaL From all 
sources, including OPEC member 
Venemtela, the second-highest 
U.S, supplier (after Saudi Ara- 
bia), the United States imported 
6 million barrels 2 day in 1975. 

The Europesn Commission est!- 
mated a month ago that 8. 10-per- 
cent increase in the price of 
crude oil would cost the nine 
EEC member countries an addi- 
tional $4.9 billion a year. The 
spokesman would not estimate 
how much this figure would 
change in view of the two-tier 
Price system. 

In Washington, President Ford 
condemned the decision of 11 ofl- 
exporting countries to raise prices 
by 10 per cent, declaring it irre- 
sponsible and short-sighted. 

“Uniortunately, nowever, the 
majority of OPEC members, cit- 
ing artificial economic justifica- 
tions and ignoring the destructive 
consequences of their actions.

only be termed irresponsible.” 
Mr, Ford said in a statement re- 
leased by the White House. 

In Plains, Georgia, President-

On Temperature and Winds 


Concorde’s Sonic Wave Gives 


Novel Clues on Atmosphere 
By John Noble Wilford 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (NYT).— 
Sonic waves from the Concorde 
Supersonic airliner, which are be- 
ing monitored daily by Columbia 
University researchers, are provid- 
ing new clues to the nature of 
temperatures and winds in the 
earth's upper atmosphere. 

The research is an unanticipat- 
ed dividend of the controversial 
aircraft. The findings have al- 
ready surprised scientists by 
revealing many daily variations 
in the supposed prevailing winds 
in the upper atmosphere. They 
are also expected to provide im- 
portant information on the dis- 
persal of atmospheric pollutants 
and the character of the rarefied 
teaches of the earth's atmosphere. 


Dr. William Donn and his col- 
jJeagues at Columbia’s Lamont- 
Doherty geological observatory 
have been listening to the jet’s 
Sonic shock waves since last May 
24, when the British-French Con- 
corde began making its regularly

GIANT DIAMOND 


Harvard’s Dr. Donald Menzel, | 
Authority on Sun and Corona | 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (NYT).— 
Dr. Donald ἘΠ, Menzel, 75, former 
director of the Harverd College 
Observatory and one of the 
world's leading authorities on the 
sun and its corona, died Tuesday 
at Massachusetts General Hos- 
Pital after ἃ long iliness. 

Dr. Menzel, who had spent 
nearly 40 years teaching at Har- 
vard, was the author of 26 books, 
ranging from technical works to 
popular volumes debunking UFOs. 
He led a number of expeditions 
to distant corners of the globe 
to view total solar eclipses. 

Because of iltmess, he had to 
remain behind for the Jast ex- 
Pedition he organized, to view the 
totel eclipse in Australia Oct. 23. 
However, he remained in com- 
munication with the expedition's 
Jeaders from his hospital bed in 
Cambridge. 

Recently, the Minor Planet 
Center of the International Astro- 
nomica] Union named an asteroid 
for him in recognition of his con- 
tribution to astrophysics, 

Significant Findings 

According to Harvard Univer- 
sity, Dr. Menze’ developed the 
first coronograph in the United 
States in 1938 With the instru- 
ment, scientists could study the 
corona—the glowing “halo” that 
comes into view when the sun's 
face is hidden during an eclipse 
—even when there was no eclipse. 

Dr. Menzel, in collaboration 
with J.C. Boyce, established in 
1933 the presence of oxygen in 
the sun’s corona and, in 1941, 
with Winfield Salisbury, made 
the Initial calculations that led 
to the first radio contact with 
the moon in 1946,

onetime student of Dr. Menzel's, 
Prof. Fred Whipple of Harvard, 
“a \Yarge fraction of the best- 
known astronomers in the coun- 
try” were taught by Dr. Menzel. 
Be was the Paine Professor of 
Practical Astronomy and profes- 
sor of astrophysics emeritus at 
Harvard. 

Dr. Menzel was director of the 
Harvard College Observatory from 
1954 to 1966 when he was named 
research scientist at the Smith- 
sonian Astrophysical Laboratory 
in Cambridge. He retired from 
the posts at the university in 
1971 but continued to do research 
there,

The Walker Art Center, one of 
the finest modern art museums in 
the United States, is ἃ lovely as- 
sortment of white spaces that 
manage to change character 
with each new show.

Mr. Friedman—a mixture of 
professor, Puck and P.'T. Barnum 
exhibits art as action, as con- 
versation. He talks of relation- 
ships and roots. He uses river 
imagery. Seizing on the river 
that obscurely bisects his clty— 
the banks are clogged and dif- 
ficult to see—he has put on a 
big show about the Mississippi. 

It starts with early paintings 
and maps, including an extra- 
ordinary 300-foot scroll! used in 
the 19th century to illustrate a 
traveling lecture about the river. 
It has comparative photographs 
of St. Louis and Minneapolis 
riverfronts, taken 50 years ago 
and now. They were livelier then. 
It has projects for developing a 
midriver island, and it ends with 
a group of contemporary visions 
of the river. One is a 24-screen 
video project by Nam June Paik. 
Another is—or was—four red 
gas-inflated tubes bung above 
the chimmeys of an abandoned 
power plant. Snipers shot them 
down. 


Arts Institute 


The city's biggest museum, the 
Arts Institute, has a show by 
Charles Joseph Biederman, He is 
a 70-year-old Minnesota artist 
whose work bas not been acquir- 
ed by U.S. museums, though 
there are some examples in Eu- 
Tope. 

Mr. Biederman spent his first 
30 years in a bleak pilgrimage 
through styles ranging from Cé- 
zanne through Mondrian, never 
really inhabiting any of them. 
Since 1937, he has been fashioning 
patierns of aluminum squares 
ane chips in bright colors. They 
Jook something like coded radio 
information from another planet. 
The show also features a video- 
tape interview in which the ar- 
tist talks of his work in a fashion 
that is both didactic and blurred. 

The Minnesota Opera, possibly 
the most dynamic expe: 


opera company in the country, 
is temporarily silent while mov- 
ing to a larger warehouse. (It 
has no home of its own, and 
gypstes around.) Its forthcom~ 
ing season includes “Mahagon- 
oy” and am opera version of 
“The St. Matthew Passion,” and 
it has commissioned a sequel to 
“The Berber of Seville’ by 
Hiram Titus, a loca] composer. 


The Tyrone Guthrie Theater 
is doing fairly familiar things—

it see new. The Cricket 
Theater, more experimental, has 
excellent actors, primitive condl- 
tions and a lot of life.

“We can 
only put light on them.” 

There was plenty of light— 
from the performers, if not the 
Jamps—in the current run of 
“Subject to Fits,” Robert Mont- 
gomery's witty and sometimes

Public Money 


There are problems. If private 
Support is generous, there is very 
little public money, and the 
shortage raises questions for the 
future of both institutiona! and 
experimental arts. 

Cultural life in a clty of this 
size tends to be a serles of destl- 
nations, with very little along the 
way, There isn’; the context of 
meetings, discussions, places to 
drop in on that obe finds in the 
biggest cities. 

More <serlousiy, Minneapolis 
produces art, but {t deesn’t con- 
fer value on it, There isnt yet 
the kind of public and critical 
Tesponse that goes beyond 
receptiveness and establishes suc- 
cess and fatlure for the artist. 
Things often have to succeed 
elsewhere to register properly. 

The city is flinty but open- 
minded. “It reminds me of Glas- 
gow.” Mr, Langham. who !s En- 


glish, says. “You get to know it 
slowly, the way you do a 
Scotsman.”

The report said “uncertainty 
about national economic policles 
and prosperts has become the 
major factor inhibiting the 
spending and investment deci- 
sions and future plans of both 
business execuulves and con- 
sumers" and therefore recom- 
mended some quick stimulation 
to stabilize things. 

But besides policies to stimu- 
Yate demand through tax cuts, 
the statement also recommended 
“a wide range of structura) mea- 
sures, many of them p!npointed 
to the industrial, population, or 
geographic sectors where the 
problems of unemployment, low 
productivity, or capacity lmuta- 
tions are most serious.” 

As for monetary policy, the 
report sald the Federal Reserve 
Board should act to accommo- 
date the fiscal stimulus that 1s 
being proposed, but, beyond that, 
the Fed “has moved about as 
far toward case a5 ls productive 
under current circumstances.”

Amiable Self-Confidence 
‘Of David Carradine 


By Bernard Weinraub 


CH (NYT).—Dayid Car- 

radine sits barefoot on 2 
sofa covered with movie scripts, 
guiping apple juice out of a 
bottle. He points to the poster, 
barely clinging to a wall, of 
“Bound for Glory,” the fim 
based on the autobiography of 
Woody Guthrie, the folk singer. 


"Woody—that part was me,” 
Carradine said. “TI like him bet- 
ter than anyone I've ¢ver play- 
ed. I played him like me. He 
was so utterly humen, so hap- 
py. always ready to get on with 
the next thing, uncompromising. 
Be liked to ride trains and car- 
ry his guitar and he was rest- 
less and, well, that’s me, that’s 
me.” 

Although the two-and-s-half 
hour film seems vaguely am- 
bivalent about the singer— 
painting, quite unconsciously. a 
less-than-heroic portrait of 2 
man who negiected his children, 
cheated on his wife and pious- 
ly battled radio advertisers who 
wanted him to mute his protest 
songs—the performance of 
David Carradine is striking and 
earnest. The 39-year-old actor, 
who gained international fame 
for his portrayal of the helf- 
Chinese, half-American Bud- 
dhist priest m the television 
series “Kung Fu,” is now men~ 
toned as @ strong contender 
for an Academy Award 

Carradine, who is in Munich 
fuming Ingmar Bergman's “The 
Serpent's Egg,” speaks with 
disarming sasurance about him- 
Self. He makes it plain that 
the line between himself and 
Woody Guthrie is so blurred 
that he even sounds like Woody 
Guthrie, or at least like such 
Guthrie acolytes as Pete Seeger 
and Bob Dylan. 

“ΤῊ tell you,” he says. “T've 
been down and out too. I've 
been down and out in New 
York, in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
elsco, Berkeley and London. 
Te done a lot of things to 
make ends meet. I've sold baby 
pictures and sewing machines 
and encyclopedias and washed 
dishes and even mopped the 
floor of a drugstore on Fire 
Island one summer.” 

“I'm like Woody,” Carradine 
said. “About eight years ago 
this producer, Harold Hecht, 
was going to make ‘Bound for 
Glory,’ based on Woody's auto-
